This was the reply issued today 
by Carl Samuelson, Ventura; chair- 
man of the California Growers 
Farm Labor committee, to repeat- 
ed charges from Washington that 
domestic farm workers are not giv- 
en the same working conditions as 
braceros, the imported temporary 
fieldhands from Mexico. 

Samuelson’s statement, issued 
through the Council of California 
Growers, contained. these points: 

1, Workmen’s compensation is 
guaranteed by California law. 

2. Equal pay for domestic and 
Mexican farm workers is guaran- 
teed under U.S. Public Law 78. 

3. Single domestic workers in 
California are regularly given the 
same housing and food as the bra- 
ceros. 

Noting attempts in Congress to 
amend P.L. 78 to compel farmers 
to.offer domestic workers guaran- 
teed periods of employment, Sam- 
uelson kad this to say: 

“Our objection to this amend- 
ment is that it is both unnecessary 
and unwise. Unnecessary because 


We feel that you should

Itis 
even possible to use enough 
of the soil conditioners to 
permanently improve the ground 
making it aeny to plant year 
after year. It’s also good for 
your pioneer-type husband's 
vegetable patch so keep your
